First step in the evacuation pro­ 
cess was the rescue of the flood - 
stricken persons m arooned in 
the 
inundated areas. Most of them were 
removed to sections of downtown 
Louisville unaffected a t the tim e by 
the worst flood in the city’s history. 
To Remove Refugees 
T he second step is the present 
task of rem oving the refugees from 
downtown 
t h e a t r e s , apartm ent 
houses, clubs, churches, dance halls 
and other havens, to the dry ground 
of the highlands. 
As fast as possible the refugees! 
will be shipped out of the city, to j 
be cared for until the flood w aters I 
recede and they can reclaim w hat j 
possession the greedy

To spend evacuation, every avail- j 
able vehicle has been confiscated,

anyway: the relief m achinery cre­ 
ated in the last four years has 
equipped the government to meet 
emergencies like this season s ilood 
disaster with a maximum of speed 
and efficiency. 
Federal agencies admittedly were 
if.ken by surprise by the magnitude 
of their task as conditions devel­ 
oped themselves. 
Yet at President 
Roosevelt’s order they threw th em ­ 
selves into it with the competency 
of long preparation. 
It was as if 
they had been organized for the 
particular purpose of the moment. 
Reason For Destruction 
W hat makes the present floods 
so especially destructive is the fact 
that they have swept such thicklv 
settled 
areas. 
Furtherm ore, they 
came with exceptional suddenness. 
Inundations due to the melting of 
heavy snows can be foreseen and 
folk in the valleys which seem cer­ 
tain to suffer can be warned well 
in advance to take whatever pre­ 
cautions are passible. 
The current 
season’s 
peculiar 
weather, 
how­ 
ever. was unpredictable until the 
waters already were rising d a n ­ 
gerously 
Day-bv-day forecasts, of 
course, were made as usual, but 
nearly a month of almost continu­ 
ous drenching downpours through­ 
out so large a portion of the coun­ 
try was much more th an weather 
experts confess they had counted 
on. 
Periodical 
About once in every three or four 
years devastating floods sweep con­ 
siderable parts of the country. 
During each of these visitations

bors and flood control. 
It continues to echo and re-echo 
for a few months after each suc­ 
cessive flood has subsided. 
Then 
it 
fades 
away 
gradually 
until the next overflow. 
It is not altogether th at nothing 
is done between inundations. There 
is plenty of levee building. 
New 
flood ways are constructed. 
Fresh 
spillways are provided. 
Controls of 
various sorts are devised. 
Partially Effective 
These precautions are partially 
effective in spots. 
But whenever 
they prevent a flood in one area 
they 
tend 
to 
aggravate 
m atters 
elsewhere. 
The nub of meteorology 
seems to be: a certain amount of 
water must find its way from the 
northern uplands to the ocean, or 
more particularly the Gulf of Mex­ 
ico. 
If one of its channels is ob­ 
structed it inevitably finds another 
one. 
Army engineers say 
they have 
solved the problem but never have 
been permitted to make their solu­ 
tion effective. 
Their prescription: Control h ead ­ 
waters. Dam up little streams. Not 
try to keep the water from finding 
its level ultimately. 
That is hope­ 
less. 
But 
keep 
rain 
water 
and 
melting snow from running off too 
rapidly. 
Then, although there still 
will 
be 
occasional 
freshets, they 
will not be bad ones. 
Objections 
However, down-river communities 
do not like this program. 
They want down-river engineer­ 
ing because it is locally profitable. 
The up-river folk are correspond­ 
ingly unenthusiastic at the idea of 
being taxed to protect down-stream 
population. They do not have floods 
where they live. 
They furnish the 
water which overflows the lower 
reaches of the big rivers, but their 
motto is: “L<^ the down-stream in ­ 
habitants foOT the bill.” 
It is not a sound argument, but 
it takes an expert to understand 
why flood prevention should cen­ 
ter in states which are not a f­ 
flicted by floods. 
Sources Overlooked 
The congressional practice, there­ 
fore, is to vote money to control 
floods which already have become 
uncontrollable while refusing appro­ 
priations to n.p floods in the;r in- 
cipiency. 
The army engineers have plans 
drawn which they are convinced 
would reduce overflows to a m ini­ 
mum 
But thus far they have not been 
able to get the funds to do much. 
Maybe these last floods will prove 
to have been destructive enough to 
convince the public that adoption 
of the army engineers' specifications 
would be true economy. 
Maybe not also. 
It will be easy 
enough to convince Cincinnati and 
Louisville. 
Perhaps not so easy to 
convince communities 600 or 700 
miles away. 
Truly enough, such an inundation 
as the present one could be stopped 
by nothing less than creating a vir­ 
tual ocean. 
But thase last destruc­ 
tive few feet might have been pre­ 
vented.

He said the disposal plant was 
built to handle a capacity of 15.- 
000.000 
gallons of sewage 
water 
daily. 
He said the normal daily 
amount is 7,000.000 gallons and de- j 
clared the downspout situation here 
should be remedied. This water has 
been filling the sanitary sewers to 
15,000,000 gallons capacity, he said.!; 
Throop further stated that the 
surface water which entered the 
sanitary system exerted such pres- < 
sure on the pipes that leaks oc­ 
curred. 
He said if the downhpout 
water was diverted into the storm ; 
sewer system, the present situation 
would probably not reoccur. 
i 
Fink and Alexander said that in 
their opinion a pump of sufficient 
power to force out 15,000,000 gallons 
of sewage into the high river water 
should be installed as soon as pos­ 
sible and elimination of the surface 
water should next be considered. 
Mayor Charles E. McGrath tele­ 
phoned WPA officials relative to 
the downspout survey made by the 
WPA last year. Officials said thev 
would today produce the survey with 
suggestions to the city officials as 
to how best to eliminate the present 
situation. 
It appears there are many proper­ 
ties here with downspouts which 
carry water into sanitary sewers. 
Under a plan informally discussed 
today the city will ask the WPA to 
revamp the downspout situation, 
the property owner paying only for 
the materials. 
The council believes that steps 
should be taken immediately to pre­ 
vent sewage from leaving the dis­ 
posal plant and which causes it t-o 
fjow back into cellars and leak into 
streets, such as has happened in 
the Seventh ward.

Mississippi reaches its flood crest 
early next week. 
Prepare For Crest 
River engineers expected the riv­
